There is some apparent mystery in this 
clajm which will be explained by thos«, 
who recollect the delay of Mr. M. to ic- 
turn to the U.S. after the disapproved 
treaty, had been sent back by Mr. J. The 
writer believes his return would, at that 
time, have been acceptable both to Mr. J.

Our government is so organized, that, 
as Mr. Cley well knows, no ‘inilitary 
chiettzin’ could invoive the country in 
war. ‘Lhe constitution has most wiscly 
provided that Congress alone shall have 
the power of declining war. Whatever 
might be General Jackson’s inclination, 
he could involve tie Union in hostili- 
ties with any foreign power. He could 
hot raise Movey, Woops, hor expend a 
cent, without the consent of Congress; 
and, assisted by a wise cabinet, such as 
General Jackson would easily have Gecen 
enalbiec io call into the administration, the 
United States would have eny red the be 
nefitof his experience and energetic mind, 
in connexion with the fruits of the wisdom 
of the most eminent statesmen of the na- 
tion. In these considerations are to b 
found undeniable proofs that Mr. Clay’s 
objections to General Jackson’s mil Mary 
character are altogether faljacious. 

If those objections were allowed to have 
weight, what would be the consequence? 
Individuals could not be induced to serve 
their country in time of war; no one would 
struggle for victory: for, taking human 
nature as it is, what person could be 
found disinterested enough to foreclose 
his prospect of ultimate reward in the 
Presidency, by hazarding his health, his 
life, and his repatation, amidst the toils 
and perils of war? We venture to assert 
that not one man ina ‘million would go in- 
to the field to defend the nation, when 
every victory he gained would only place 
him at a still greater distance from an ob- 
ject which every worthy citizen may as- 
pire to without the imputation of an im- 
pure ambition.
